Arturus, and fome others 2cconnting it ſpring from 
the EquinoGial point of .V, from the riling of the 
Plriades Summer, from the cifing of 41urus Autumn, 
and from the ſetting of the Pleiades Winter, Now 
bow uncertain this manner of coumirg was ( though 
pofib]y well ſetled for ſome particular Latitude) is 
evident to any one but reaſonsbly well verſed in the
